KIRKCALDY 


Serious Medical 
Shortage in Alta, 


A shortage of medical personnel for 
Alberta hospitals was reported last 
week as a survey showed many doc¬ 
tors on active service. 

The survey by the provincial de¬ 
partment of public health showed 
there is only one doctor for each 2,735 
residents in Alberta in comparison 
with the accepted standard of one doc¬ 
tor for each 1,000 population. One 
hundred and sixty-six Alberta doctors 
are on active service and. exclusive of 
Edmonton and Calgary, there are only 
212 practising doctors in the province. 

Some hospitals without adequate 
doctor-staff have been forced to limit 
patients to those not requiring doc¬ 
tor’s attention. * In this category are 
hospitals in the towns of Rimbey, 
lJentlev and Cold I,ake. 

Other provinces are experiencing 
shortages of medical help and the sit¬ 
uation will be discussed at a meeting 
in Winnipeg this week.

I are about 26 under proof, and some Miracle Stock and Poultry Feeds 
cheap brands of rye are already 30% Second-hand Furniture and Stoves 
under proof. Some gins are 20% un¬ 
der proof and will have to reduce al- 
cbholic content. 

The new order-in-council will bring 
liquor strength in Canada to about the 
same as in Britain but considerably 
‘lower than United States where many 
brands are only 10% under proof. 

There is a wide variation amongst 
provinces in the operation of liquor 
laws. In Alberta liquor vendor stores 

I operate from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. except 
in cities where they are open from 10 
to 10. Beer parlors are open from 
10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

In Manitoba liquor hours have al¬ 
ready been cut from 13 hours to 8 
hours except in Winnipeg where they 
are 10 hours. Beer parlors in Winni¬ 
peg run from 12 noon to 2 p.m. and 
from 4 p.m. till 10 p.tp., though in rur¬ 
al points they run from 2 p.m. till 10 
p.m. 

Nova Scotia has cut hours of sale 
to 27% weekly.

Inseparable in thought are the 
Yuletide and tne red-berried holly 
that finds so conspicuous a place in 
the decoration of church and home; 
which tumbles out of great boxes at 
the entrance to the fruiterer’s, and 
which adds tne perfect touch to the 
Cnristmas plum pudding. Holly, which 
carries with it a special significance 
of goodwill, was known in ancient 
legends as "Christ’s thorn” to 'both 
the people of Denmark and Germany, 
while tne Italians knew it as the “holy 
thorn.” 

Pagan Rome used holly in the great 
lestival of Saturnalia, a holiday which 
preceded the present celebration of 
• Christmas. Barbarous tribes of Eur¬ 
ope, whose only bond in common was 
tneir allegiance to the Roman Empire 
exchanged branches of holly as good¬ 
will offerings. Holly, which grows in 
many parts of the world, is said to be 
found in 200 varieties. The holly 
which in the earliest years was used 
to twine around the doors and posts of 
the homes of Merrie England was 
called the holly tree. 

There is none more lovely than the 
Canadian holly, which grows in the 
woods of Ontario, and which, during’* 
the past few years has been intro¬ 
duced into some of the florist shops of 
Toronto. A choice gift for the Yule- 
tide is r. Canadian-woven basket filled 
with the Canadian holly. Unlike the 
holly from the South, the holly branch 
found in the Canadian woods carries 
few leaves. A big bow of scarlet rib¬ 
bon tied to the handle of the basket 
adds a real Christmassy touch to the 
basket.
